There can be little doubt of the Prince of Wales’s 
eftablifhment being augmented in the courfe of the 
prefent Seffion. 

The exact amount of the augmentation requifite 
for his Royal Highnefs, cannot be yet afcertained ; 
but in all probability it will not exceed ten or fifteen 
thoufand pounds a year. 

It being generally admitted, that the eftablithment 
of his Roya! Highnefs the Prince of Wales, to ufe 
the words of a popular Commoner, * is by no means 
adequate to his ‘neceffary expenditure,” it may not 
be amifs to obferve upon this occafion, that in the 
reign of Henry the IIId. his eldeft fon, afterwards 
Edward the Ift, had an income of only 15,000 
marks ; but, after the conqueft of Wales, the reve- 
nues of that principality, together with the duchy 
of Cornwall, and the earldom of Chefter, were gi- 





ven to the eldeft fon of the reignicg monarch, to 
defray the charges of his Court. - ‘L'hefe poffeitions 
yielded, in the time of Edward the Black Prince, 
99821. :28. 7d. which was then a very confide- 
rable income. 

But King James the Ift. exceeded all his prede- 
ceffors in his liberality to the heir apparent ; for he 
beftowed on Henry Prince of Wales, his eldeft fon, 
a clear revenue amounting to 51,415 J. equal at 
leaf? t0 150,000 1. at this time. Henry, whofe 
death is much regretted by all the hiftorians of that

In the 
bill he had to offer, he fhould, he faid, os. the 
following propofitions.—1{t, That no foreign built 
fhips fhould have the privilege of Britifh built fhips. 
‘He obferved, that the materials of all thips foreign 
built came duty free; but that fhips built here shad 
to pay a heavy duty on the materials ufed. The 
fecond was, that no fhips built upon foreigo bottoms 
fhould be confidered as Britith ; it having been ve- 
ry often faid, that old foreign bottoms had been 
brought here, and the fhips baile thereon called Bri- 
tih built thips. "The third was, that a// thips thould 
be regiltered, for that the regiftering hips would 
tend more to the deltroying {muggling than any o- 
ther meafure whatever. ‘The fourth was, that fur- 
yevors fhould be fent to examine thips betore a re- 
gitter was granted, and the commander be obliged 
tw make oath of thetonnage, &c. which, in cafe the 
fhip fhould be found different, thould fubject him 
th the punifhment of the crime of perjury. The 
Hon. Gentleman enlarged very much on thofe 
heads, and a confiderable debate was likely to enf ue;

appeared. He is a genteel-logking man, drefed in 
a {catlet coat, nankeen breeches, and-boots; of a 
good addrefs.—A perfon of this defcription impo- 
fed on feveral people in this city fome munths ago, 
in the fame manner.

“She meet-’ 
ing was unanimoufly of opinior, that the propofed 
bill, if paffed into a law, wou d-tend greatly to hurt 
the manufsftures now eftabli ied in this country, by 
leffening the number of workmen, laying unneceffary 
reftraints upon the employer, and rendering it diffi- 
cult for {trangers, however well qualified, to get em-_| 
ployment in this country. They therefore caine to 
p par eer ieation to Tich members 
of Parliament as are acjuaintéd with the manyfac- 
turing interefts of this country, réqaefting theif af- 
iftance'in oppofing tie principle of the faid bill, and 
preventing the fame from palling into a law. ‘
